BERLIN, Nov. 21.—(4)— After 


nine years of striving. Adolf Hitler 
today received a mandate to form a 
cabinet, but it was under conditions 
which, immediately at least, he could 
not accept. 

The nazi leader had a 15-minute 
interview with the aged field marshal 
in which, a government communique 
said. he “declared himself most em- 
phatically to the president of the reich 
that his party could co-operate only 
in a government led by himself.” 

The president handed him a written 
memorandum setting forth that cer- 
tain things in the reich must not be 
tampered with if the nazis took over 
the government, and late tonight Hit- 
ler replied that a letter in which, it 
was understood, he emphasized the re- 
strictions expressed by President Von 
Hindenburg were too narrow. 

The contents of the Hitler letter 
were not made public but it was) 
learned that the nazi leader did not | 
close the door. The way for an au- | 
thoritarian presidential cabinet under | 
Hitler leadership still could be estab- 
lished, he said. 

The nazi leader’s advisers remain 
hopeful that President Von I[linden- 
burg would consider wholly reason- 
able their chieftain’s demand. as the 
head of the largest party in Ger- 
many, to be invested with the highest 
political power in the reich. 

One of the conditions set forth in 
the Von Hindenburg memorandum was 
a declaration that there must be no

Meanwhile, also, another twist was 
added to the already complex debt 
problem as Czecho-Slovakia deposited 
at the state department—alongisde 
those of Great Britain, France and 
Belgium—a note asking suspension of 
its $1,500,000 payment due December

(?)—Examination by the League of 
Nations council of the Manchurian 
problem in the light of the Lytton 
report began today with a sharp duel 
of debate, in which Japan's spokesman 
denied his government had broken any 
of its international obligations and 
the representative of China declared 
that as a result of Japanese invasion 
“the ruthless slaughter of Chinese 
citizens and the wanton destruction 
of Chinese property are still going 
on. : 
From special reserved seats the Lyt- 
ton commissioners heard Yosuke 
Matsouka, for Japan, ‘reject their 
finding that Japan's military action 
in Manchuria was unjustified, while 
Dr. Wellington Koo, for China, up- 
held their conclusion. General Frank

Mischa Levitki, Great Pianist, 
Scores ‘Magnificent Triumph’ 


Mischa Levitzki scored a magnifi- 
cent pianistiec triumph Tuesday night 
when he was presented in concert by 
the Atlanta Musie Clnb and Civic 
Musie Association in Wesley Memo- 
rial auditorium, winning an ovation 
from a large audience of discriminat- 
ing music lovers who received his art 
with an acclaim seldom accorded an 
artist. 

Levitzki’s prowess as a pianist is 
incomparable. He surmounts_ tre- 
mendous technical obstacles with un- 
believable .ease; rendering inconceiv- 
ably difficult compositions with free 
and azile keyboard enunciation, al- 
ways clear and well defined, always 
with complete muscular contro] that 
may acquire power or delicacy at the 
slightest whim, and always with a 
deep emotional warmth of tone and 
a largeness of artistic interpretation.

Witty Epigrams Furnish Comedy 
In ‘Church Mouse’ at the Eduied 


This week's production by the Per- 
manent Players at the Erlanger thea- 
ter is “A Church Mouse,’ and it 
proved, to Monday night’s audience. 
just the type of entertainment that 
everyone of them would have ordered 
in advance, had they that privilege. 
It is a comedy of love and business 
by Ladislaus Fodor, based upon an 
ancient theme but delicious in_ its 
construction and filled to overflow- 
ing with epigrammatie lines that 
sparkle and, at times, tingle with dar- 
ing. 
| Tt is all about a Viennese banker 
whe, it must be confessed, seems to 
demand greater concentration on busi- 
ness by his secretaries than ‘he de- 
votes to it himself when friends come 
to his office. The first secretary is a 
most seductive creature, played with 
all possible allure by Ann Mason. Be- 
cause she has a habit of displaying 
silk-clad knees too freely for an of- 
fice and because her dress is cut 
surprisingly low for business hours, 
‘the stern young banker discharges her 
'—with six months’ salary. Highly com- 
mendable customs they have in Vien- 
na, don’t you think? Then he invites 
her to have a drink and tells her she 
is the type who belongs to after-busi- 
ness hours and tentatively promises 
to see her later in the more suitable 
surroundings of cafe or night club. 
A most colorless roung woman then 
forces her way into his office and 
demands the vacant position. Doris 
Packer plays ‘the role. Again the 
banker forgets his rule of attending 
strictly to businéss and he listens 
with extreme patience to an oral es- 
say on the disadvantages of being poor 
and jobless, delivered by Miss Packer. 
It is during this that the title “Church 
Mouse” is applied. Anyway. Miss 
Packer gets the job and immediately 
demonstrates astounding efficiency. 

Second act takes us to Paris. There 
the efficient Miss Packer has grown 
to admire her employer too much for 
her own peace of mind, The erstwhile 
isecretary. Miss Mason, turns up as 
a lady of. joy staying in the same 
hotel as the banker and his. staff. 
And it develops into a feminine con- 
test between the two. Miss Mason de- 
livers ‘some brilliant lines on the age- 
old trick of the female to allure the 
male and Miss Packer proves an apt 
pupil. She blossoms out in Paris 
finery in place of her drab office at- 
tire and, of course, you know what 
the end must be. But in arriving at 
the conclusion the playwright has 
written a_ scintillating. collection of 
wise lines and glib aphorisms which 
the cast last night handled so as to 
get all value contained. 

Frederic Tozere is the banker and. 
as always, made a most personable 
hero. He is plenty of reason for the 
feminine war which the playwright 
stages. Though as a banker he did 
seem to fumble the ball once or twice. 

Laurence Keating, always depend- 
able, had another of those extremely 
likeable roles as the banker's younsg- 
er brother, while Walter Davis as the 
old man-of-the-world -was splendid aad 
Francis Fraunie contributed another 
of his clever characterizations as the 
old clerk. William Johnstone com- 
pleted the cast in a small part as a 
minor secretary. 

The staging is fully up to the high 
standard set in the past by Russell 
Senior. the art director. The second 
act set of the Parisian hotel room 
drew applause: as soon as the curtain 
rose, though the first act staging of 
the banker's office was a triumph of 
handsome furtniture and massive ef- 
fect. 

Poducer Edwards has given At- 
lanta another splendid piece of stage 
entertainment, it is the kind of en- 
tertainment that will draw larger and 
larger crowds to the boxoffice as the 
week progresses.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 21.—‘(#)—A 
new code of bridge rules governing 
duplicate contract tournament bridze 
and pivot and progressive contract was 
agreed upon today by the American 
Bridge League. the United States 
Bridge Association and the American 
Whist League.

Simultaneously with the opening of 
th: hearings, Chairman Perry an- 
nounced that the hearing on a rule 
nisi ordering the gas company to 
she. causé why its service charge 
should not be eliminated and rates 
reduced had been postponed until No- 
vember 28. Mr. Perry also revealed 
that the commission plans to hold 
hearings on the electric power rate 
rule nisi not only in Atlanta but also 
in Augusta, Macon, Rome, Columbus, 
Savannah, Valdosta and Waycross. 

President Arkwright was on the 
stand throughout the afternoon ses- 
sion. Attorneys for the power com- 
pany said that he would finish his 
direct testimony in about two hours 
this morning, after which he will be 
cross-examined. 

Reads From Records. 


Reading from records of the power 
company and all of its division, the 
president said that the total revenue 
from sale of electric energy for the 
12-month period ended on September 
1 of this year was $16,674,237. Of 
this, he said, the amount obtained 
through the service and demand 
charges was $4,789,153, which in nor- 
mal business times would run more 
than $5,000,000 during a like period, 

Th. power company head likewise 
cited figures of the street railways 
systems of the company tending to 
show that their earnings were far be- 
low normal, that within the last year 
the earnings have been negligible. 

“There is at present a resolution 
before the city council of Atlanta call- 
ing for the mayor and city council 
to take the lead in an action before 
the public service commission in a 
demand for a lower street car fare,” 
he asserted. “The figures of the 
company show that this is out of rea- 
son. The resolution was fostered by 
labor but it was vetoed by the mayor.” 

Hitherto the public service commis- 
sion has ruled that for rate-making 
purposes the power company must 
divide its electric current and street 
railway activities. However, the su- 


] preme court ruled that both activities 


should be treated as one and that the 
earnings of both should be considered 
when a rate on either is made. 

In dividing his figures, President 
Arkwright said that an increase of 39 
per cent in the kilowatt hour charge 
for power would have to be made if 
the power company is to receive the 
same amount of revenue from residen- 
tial consumers, because the loss to 
the company from this class of service 
would total $1,322,123 if the charge 
is eliminated. 

Says Hike Would Result. 

“We have prepared our principal 
figures for the 12 months ended Sep- 
tember 1, 1932,” the power chief said. 
“During those 12 months the total 
revenue from electric energy sold to 
residential consumers was $4,714,850, 
which included service charges total- 
ing $1.322,123, or 28 per cent of the 
total revenue from this classification 
of patrons. If we eliminate this charge 
and the classifications are unchanged 
the company will have to obtain an 
increase of 39 per cent in the kilo- 
watt hour charge.” 

From the highest classification of 
commercial consumers paying the serv- 
ice charge the company’s total revenue 
was &2.876.408 for the same period. 
Mr. Arkwright said, adding this sum 
included service charges totaling $429,-

There is a legend in the near east 
which I have heard in Syria as well 
as in Egypt.

cases? Can an odorous breath

Answer—I doubt that even a good 
antiseptic is a preventive of foul 
breath or a remedy for it in any case. 
Foul breath may be due to certain 
foods or medicines, or to various path- 
ological conditions, such as infected 
tonsils, sinusitis, pyorrhea. dental ca- 
ries, or certain stomach diseases, Ob- 
viously even a good antiseptic is fu- 
tile against these causes. In my 
opinion the nostrum you mention has 
precisely the antiseptic value of a 
teaspoonful of boric acid dissolved in 
a pint of boiled water.

BOB CUTTING, 
GOLF HEAD, DIES 


CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—(4)—Rohbert 
Myron Cutting, who had been nomi- 
nated onfy last week as president of 
the United States Golf Association for 
1933, died - suddenly last night with 
heart disease. 

Apparently.in the best of health 
yesterday, Mr. Cutting seemed in fine 
spirits as he visited his wife's parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Bartelme, at 
Hubbard’s Woods, north of Chicago. 
The end came suddenly. He was 50 
years old. 

His death, coming as a shock to the 
world of golf in which he was a big 
figure for the past five years, will 
force a second meeting of the U. 8S. 
(;. A. nominating committee to select 
his successor. His nomination to the 
presidential post to sueceed Herhert 
Ramsay, of New York, was equivalent 
to electian.

Michigan and Nebraska 
Wins Grid Crowns 
This Season.

OAK PARK, Ill, Nov. 21.—The 
last chapter in midwestern football, 
at least for the conference teams, was 
written without a major upset, al- 
though it brought together a very im- 
posing array of natural rivals. 

The Michigan-Minnesota game was 
a “natural.” Two great rivals were 
fighting for possession of the little 
brown jug, with the conference title 
an. additional prize if Michigan 
emerged the winner. 

Michigan stopped Minnesota's run- 
ning gains and held it to three first 
downs. When the running attack is 
stopped, as was the case in this game 
for both teams, there is only one thing 
to do—take to the air. 

Cold weather, however, hampered 
both the passer and receiver; and 
treacherous footing hampers pass re- 
ceivers just as much as it does ball 
carriers. 

Michigan has no peer at punting. 
Fifty per cent of its victories through- 
out. its football. history have come via 
this method. Regeczi’s punts showed 
an eight-yard gain per kick over 
Minnesota’s kicking game. Michigan 
kicked 20 times. The differential by 
this play alone was 160 yards in her 
favor. 

MICHIGAN STRATEGY. 


Michigan scored when it recovered 
one of Manders’ fumbles on the 24- 
yard line. A few punches at _this 
line, mixed with a couple of passes, 
took the ball to the 14-yard line, 
where on fourth down, with two yards 
to go for a first down, Michigan went 
into a_ place-kick formation with 
Newman back. 

This was a perfect strategical set- 
ting, although the game _ was. sstill 
young, and three points do not win 
many football games. A _ two-yard 
brush or swash would have. given 
Michigan a first down or _ possible 
touchdown. In other words, Michigan 
was in perfect position to buck, pass 
or kick. Newman is not only a kicker 
but Michigan’s ace passer as well. 

This was the same situation, with 
an easy place kick in sight, that Mich- 
igan has scored with by the fake place- 
kick method so often,. and two very 
important games in the past have been 
won by this same strategy over a 
Minnesota team. Minnesota could 
probably have embarrassed the kicker 
more if it had not had to defend 
against the threat of both pass and 
run. Newman's luck was good, giving 
Michigan a three-point lead. 

The rest of the story of the game 
can be written in one sentence. Mich- 
igan, with a great defensive team. 
with only two touchdowns scored 
against it this season, plus a superior 
kicking game, protected successfully a 
three-point lead. So congratulations 
are due Michigan, not only because of 
the placement, but because it had

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Art World Holds Tapestry Weaving 


In Esteem After 100 Years’ Neglect 


BY BESSIE 8. STAFFORD. 

Blanche Alexander, one of the fore- 
most tapestry weavers in the United 
States, held her audience entranced 
Monday afternoon when she talked 
upon “The Origin and a Snort His- 
tory of Tapestry,” in which. she stated 
that after being neglected for more 
than a hundred years, tapestry weav- 
ing is agair held in high esteem, and 
that the art world has become suffi- 
ciently intelligent to appr..iate its 
surpassing virtues. She lectured at 
the Piedmont Driving Club under the 
nuspices of the arts and interests 
committee of the Atlanta Junior 
League, of which Miss Margaret Nel- 
son is chairman. 

Age-Old Art. 

Tapestry weaving, according to 
Blanche Aleyander. is an age-old art, 
and was introduced 500 years before 
the birth of Christ. The art was 
handed down through Egypt, China 
and the European countries, and 
reached America about 75 years ago. 

“The nineteenth century was pre- 
eminent mechanically, commercially, 
scientifically, but not artistically. It 
not only ‘ailed to produce, it often 
failed even to preserve,” said the 
noted authority, who has been weav- 
ing tapestry ever since she was 16 
years old, and studied under the best 
masters in America and Furepe. 

Rare and splendid works of art 
were cut up into draperies, hed 
spreads and foot carpets, during the 
nineteenth century. Among these 
perished the Gothie hunting scenes 
from Hardwicke FAlall, in England, 
and the story of The Apocalypse at 

e cathedral of Angers, in France. 

“The vandalism began during the 
French Revolution in 1793, when tapes- 
tries bearing feudal and _ anti-revolu- 
tionary emblems were burned at the 
foot of the Tree of Liberty. Others 
Jess guilty were sold for a song, and 
others were forced upon creditors in 
settlement of state debts,” said Miss 
Alexander. 

As an example of this is the story 
of son.e beautiful Beauvais, which 
came into the possession of a_ for- 
tunate and unknown American. In 
1193, the committee of safety in 
Franee imported from America some 
wheat, but no money could be found 
for payment. The American ship had 
already a return cargo contracted for, 
eo, when some RBeanvais tapestries 
were offered in exchange, the price- 
Jess pieces of art were reluctantly ac- 
cepted. 

“In 1797, the worst destruction of 
tapestries was recorded. The market 
was so dead that the French direc- 
tory decided it would be more profit- 
able to burn the tapestries containing 
gold and silver, and in a few minutes 
190 of the .most magnificent tapes- 
tries ever woven were destroyed to 
save $15,000, she stated. 

Brighter Side. 

“Turning to the brighter side we 
find many rare and ancient tapestries 
lovingly preserved. At Hardwicke 
Hall, in England, the work of Mary, 
Queen of the Scots, is cherished for 
its historie art, its skillful portrayal 
of weaving and feeling for color com- 
binations,”” said’ Miss Alexander. 

Queen Matilda, wife of William the 
Conqueror, preferred Crewel embroid- 
ery in which to portray the battles 
of William “the Conqueror when he 
sailed away from Normandy to con- 
quer England. At Bayeaux may be 
seen a panel executed by her with the 
nid of the ladies of the court in 1065. 
A fragment of this, the oldest historic 
document in evidence today portrayed 
in embroidery or tapesty, is in 
Bianche Alexander's wonderful collec- 
tion. The panel employs only six 
co'ors—two blues, one green, one gold, 
one red—and a tete de negre outline, 
woven on a beige canvas background. 

She cited the Acts of the Apostles 
set hanging in the Vatican at Rome, 
as a being among the most famous 


_portrays “King 


¢tapestries in the world today. Another 


famous tapestry cherished in the 
Cathedral] at Angers portraying scenes 
from the Apocalypse, is in such a state 
of decay it can scarcely be accredited. 
It is one of the few tapestries of its 
time about which complete informa- 
tion as to its origin has been kept. 
The set was made by the order of the 
Duke of Aujou. brother of Charles I, 
to be hung in his’ chateau chapel in 
Angers. It .cast $60,000, and was 
executed by Jean de Bruges, court 
painter for Charles I, who was bor- 
rowed for this -partieular work. 

J. P. Morgan loaned to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, in New Yor 
city, the priceless Nazarine Triumph 
of Christ, a-:late Gothic triptyea An- 
other early three-panel Gothic tapes- 
try hanging in the museum is the ro- 
mantic story of Judith and -iolo- 
phernes; and “The Giving of Roses,” 
a gracious and notable for line dzaw- 
ing. as well as for us simple color 
combinations, and woveu in the J2th 
century to commemorate the first 
French parliaments, bangs in the 
museum, 

Scenes From Holy Grail. 

At present, Miss Alexander is weav- 
ing a set of tapestries in three-panels, 
featuring scenes portraying the story 
of the ‘oly Grail. The _ first 
Arthur and Knights 
of the Round Table; the sec- 
ond panel depicts the Vision of Lance- 
lot,” and the third portrays “Knights 
of the Round Table Setting Forth to 
Find the Holy Grail.” Soft  blue- 
greens, mauvres, scarlets, hennas and 
browns are enyployed in the weaving, 
and the forest backgrounds are ex- 
quisitely executed. She was commls- 
sioned by Mrs. John Leatherwood, of 
Memphis, Tenn., to weave the panel. 

“The Blindfolding of Truth,” a fa- 
mous Arras tapestry of the loth cen- 
tury, was woven at Merton, and Miss 
Alexander: has copied .this, exquisite 
work of art. It was exhibited after 


the lecture, and is symbolic, imagina- | 


tive, crowded with detail and richly 
clothed personages, and has a notable 
border of oak leaves. Among her 
original designs are covers for Chinese 
Chippendale chair seats, floral designs 
for colonial chair, seats, and the cor- 
rect examples for Georgian and French 
furniture.

ToUniversityW omen 


“Echoes From Spain” was the sub- 
ject of the informal and interesting 
talk made» by Mrs. J. K. Campbell 
Saturday When she was hostess to the 
Atlanta branch, A. A. U. W., at her 
home on Fourth street. Mrs. Campbell 
described life in Spain, her native 
country, under the new republican 
government, as obsessed during a visit 
of several months last spring. 

She said in part, that though one 
missed the glamour of the bhandsome- 
ly uniformed soldiery and of the court 
life belonging t>s the monarchistic or- 
der. general conditions have improved 
under the new regime. Unemployment 
exists but not to the same extent as 
in America and suffering at least 
seems to be less because of an ab- 
sence of great extremes of peverty and 
wealth. : 

The three great problems of the 
country, agrarian, religious and edu- 
cational, are being wisely worked out 
by the Madrid government’ though 
only a beginning has been made. As 
to the first, the great lands of the 
nobility, heretofore lying idle and used 
only for pleasure must be cultivated 
by the owners or sold to the govern- 
ment for this nurpose, thus giving em- 
ployment to a naturally agricultura! 

ope. 

Religion 1s opposed not as such but 
in so far as its conventual industries 
because of free labor and absence ot 
taxation, offered unfair competition to 
outside industry. Also Dbeeause the 
education which it largely controlled 
was limited and futile. The destruc- 
tion of the religious orders and homes 
has been exaggerated and in some 
cases. self-inflicted. 

As to edueation, a magnificent 
“university city’ is being built az 
as a center with the inost 
modern planning and equipment, 
which will be linked with the entire 
system as it is reorganized through- 
out the country. The beautiful expo- 
sition buildings in Seville will be used 
as a supplementary center for a mu- 
seum and special schools.

Stocks tended to follow the lines 
laid down last week, that is, a slow 
downward drift over the course of 
which a bit of short covering was dis- 
tributed. Closing averages today rep- 
resented another small net loss, but 
with volume far under a million shares 
the market could hardly be said to 
have departed from its current policy 
of watchful waiting. 


Quiet firmness characterized the 
first hour. However, any inspiration 
which leaders might have derived from 
the recent absence of selling pressure 
was sidetracked when Radio common 
began a fairly brisk decline on news 
of the consent decree. This _ stock, 
with a few others, lost more than a 
point. Some issues finished with mod- 
erate gains, Radio’s extreme reac- 
tion of 2 points was cut to 13-8 net. 
Radio accounted for a liberal percent- 
age of the day’s turnover, which ag- 
gregated 611,716 shaves, The pre- 
ferred issues were also weak. West- 
inghouse was up 1-8 net and General 
Electric lost 3- q. 


American Tobasso “B” lost a couple 
of points. New York Central, Allied 
Checical and Drug were down - a 
point each. United States Steel, 
American Telephone, General Motors, 
Chrysler, Harvester and Woolworth 
settlec back fractionally. American 
Can, National Biscuit and Pennsylva- 
nia finished somewhat higher. Du 
Pont firmed on declaration of the reg- 
ular quarterly dividend, 

The debt question kept prominently 
in the foreground, virtually to the ex- 
clusion of other market influences. 
Sterling exchange sank to a new low 
for the year. 

Meanwhile, markets mulled over the 
rather plentiful evidence of seasonal 
trade recession. The magazine, Nteel, 
said operations of that industry had 
slipped 2 points to 19 per cent of 
capacity, takings by automobile makers 
being insufficient to absorb slack that 
had appeared elsewhere. 

Saturday’s carloadings report, show- 
ing a good-sized drop, was also fresh 
ip memory.
